Shot to Death 


One policeman was killed last night 
and another locked in a cell with his 
brother, who is being held for murder, 
as the result of a drunken brawl. Po- 
liceman Joseph Kurtz, 924 West Thirty- 
fifth street, was shot and killed by 
Louis Brinzing, ¢18 Barber street, 
when Kurtz and his partner, Police- 


‘man James F. Hennelly, sought to end 


/the fight in which Brinzing and his 
' brother, Policeman Arthur Brinzing, 
who was off duty, were pommeling a 
citizen at Seventeenth and Canal 
streets. 

Kurtz had been on the force but 
thirty days. He had uo uniform and 
was traveling in civilian clothes with 
Henn@ly, who was in uniform, They 
came upon the sght in which the Brin- 
zing brothers were engaged and Kurtz 
and Policeman Brinzing grappled. 

Calis to Men to Stop Fight. 

Hennelly recognized Officer Brinz- 
ing and called to him that Kurtz was 
also a policeman. He also informed 
Kurtz who his adversary was and told 
both to stop fighting. He had seized 
Louis Brinzing about the waist to re- 
strain him. 

Louis reached into his pocket and 
drew out an automatic pistol. He fired 
once at Kurtz, who was still attempt- 
ing to subdue the other policeman, the 
bullet striking him in the breast. Hen- 
nelly than disarmed Louis.

Wal- 
ter Hirschberg, owner of the saloon 
at 3435 Fullerton avenue, in front of 
where Noonan’s body was found Sat- 
urday night, was about to a on his 
hat to depart. 

A man rushed into the room. He 
cried, “ Wait a minute; I have some- 
thing to tell.” 

The coroner's assistant restored 
order and placed the man. Charles E. 
Hall, 2326 Sawyer avenue, on the 
stand. 


“T have not been able to sleep since 
Saturday night,” he said. “I knew 
that witnesses would come here and 
tell the story that Hirschberg found 
Noonan’s body in front of the saloon, 
and was not to blame for the death, 
but my conscience has been bothering 
me. 

“The fact is that Hirschberg and 
Noonan had an argument. There was 
a fight and Noonan was pitched out on 
the sidewalk. He died at the Alexian 
Brothers’ hospital a short time later 
of skull fracture.” 

Hirschberg and others in the saloon 
at the time had testified that Noonan 


‘hkhd been discovered on the sidewalk 


when the saloon man opened the 
door. After Hall's testimony the in- 
quest was postponed until tomorrow 
and Hirschberg was placed under ar- 
rest on a charge of manslaughter,

CIVIL SERVICE 


Backs the Wheeler Bill 
Abolishing It. 


Springfield, June 7.—[Special.] 
—Gov. Small, in a formal statement is- 
sued tonight, declared himself strong- 
ly in favor of nator Wheeler’s bill 
introduced this orning. The an- 
nounced purpose of this bill, as stated 
by its author on the senate floor, is “ to 
kill state civil service.” 


“If there is any other job that any 


of you can think of that I can put in 
this bill, tell me and I will put it in,” 
the senator _said. 

He tried to have the bill sent to sec- 
ond reading without committee confer- 
ence, but this was defeated through 
the efforts of Senators Barbour and 
Sadier, and the bill went to the civil 
service committee. 

It is reported that Senator Kessenger 
is rounding up votes for this bill and 
it is said the organization has slated 
Kessenger for state treasurer. 

The Governor’s Statement, 

Gov. Small’s statement tonight is a 
complete defense of the Wheeler bill. 
It follows: 

“I pledged the people that I would 
do my best to secure for them a dol. 
lar’s worth of service for every dollar 
spent. 
| “To accomplish this purpose, ‘state 
employés must be loyal to the people, 
efficient and competent. This adminis- 
tration proposes to employ only those 
who so qualify. No employé who gives 
honest, conscientious service need fear 
losing his or her position. Incompe- 
tency, however, must be weeded out. 

“ Experience has shown that the civil 
service law has not in all cases aided 
in attaining that end. The last ad- 


ministration found it impossible to en- ,, 


force the civil service law and per- 
mitted managing officers of state in- | 
stitutions to select practically every 
employé outside the civil service. 


Says Experience Counts. 

“From practical experience I know 

that real experienced farmers will man- 
age the state farms more successfully 
and grow greater crops for the state 
than young, inexperienced men. 
“7 know that .a real experienced 
miner, who received his schooling un- 
derground, will save more human lives 
and more valuable property as a mine 
inspector than a mere student, with- 
out practical experience, whose civil 
service mark might be 190. 

“It has been repeatedly charged, 
and never doubted, that the cement 
‘rust aims to place in every highway 
department in the United States as 
civil service employés its secret agents 
who will serve its purposes. 

“TI believe that in building cement 
roads the state should be able to avail 
itself of the service men who are will- 
ing to work, who know how to build 
roads, and who will co-operate with 
state officials rather than with the 
cement trust.

Two bands of robbers operated in 
suburbs northwest of the city last 
night, terrorizing motorists and tavern 
customers.

POLISH REBELS 


Hurl Troops Across 
Invaders’ Lines.

OPPELN, June 7.—At 10 o'clock to- 
night the British started a big push 
against Korfanty’s Polish insurgents 
in an earnest effort to cut the Gordian 
knot of the Upper Silesian mess by 
drastic independent action. 

» After a clever strategic feint of send- 
ing small bodiés of British troops by 
train through the late Polish line at 
Gross Strelitz to Gileiwitz, in apparent 
defiance of the French high command 
in Upper Silesia, the British comman- 
der in chief, Gen. Henniker, late to- 
night hurled thirty-two lorry loads of 
Black Watch Highlanders, more than 
700 fighting men, in a surprise night 
attack against Rosenberg, twenty-five 
miles northeast of Oppein. 

The Highlanders should be entering 
surprised Rosenberg at this writing. 

No word has reached here as yet that

OPPELN, Silesia, June 7.—[By the 
Associated Press.]—Detachments of 
the Royal Irish infantry, the first Brit- 
ish troops to crogs the lines established 
by Polish insurgents in Upper Silesia, 
detrained at Gleiwitz yesterday. They 
assumed control of the city, and will 
be in charge of the garrisoning and 
policing of the place in future. 

As the troops, consisting of one bat- 
talion, with full fie.d equipment, en- 
tered Gross-Strehlitz, northwest of 
Gleiwitz, it encountered the first Pol- 
ish outposts. Machine guns had been 
trained on the station by the Poles, 
but when the British appeared the 
Poles withdrew and were not seen 
again. One French officer, accom- 
panied by a number of French non- 
commissioned officers, accompanied 
the British. 


ALLIES IN HARMONY

PARIS, June 7.—[By Wireless.]— 
The first real proof of an Anglo-French 
split over Upper Silesia came today 
when Quai d’Orsay announced that 
Prime Minister Lioyd George had re- 
jected Germany's offer to send troops 
into the plebiscite region to reinforce 
the interallied contingents. 

“The allied’ forces in Upper Silesia 
soon will be strong enough to stamp 
out the present outbreaks, and as a re 
sult acceptance of the German pro 
posals to reinforce the British troops 

would only result in increasing rather 
than diminishing the difficulties of the 
situation,” was the sharp reply of 
Downing street to Wilhelmstrasse. 


Use of Reichswehr- 

Announcement of the British reply 
is the first intimation that Chancellor 
Wirth actually asked permission to 
send the reichswehr into Upper Silesia, 
despite Premier Briand’s statement 
such an action would constitute a 
cause for war, in the French view- 
point.

Workers’ Pay 


Approximately 60,000 workers in the 
packing industry are affected by a 
petition filed yesterday by Attorney 
James G. Conden for the packers ask- 
ing that a reduction in wages be per- 
mitted. Judge Samuel Alschuler, the 
arbitrator agreed upon by the employ- 
ers and employés, probably will hold 
a hearing on the petition this week. 

The request is for a reduction of 5 
cents an hour for hour workers and 
&@ proportionate cut for piece workers, 
effective on June 19. 

About two-thirds of the packers come 
under what is known as the Alschuler 
agreement. It is the claim of Attor-' 
ney Condon that those packers not 
in the agreement have already made 
wage reductions and he gives this as 
‘one reason that those in the agree- 
ment must reduce wages in order to 
compete with the others.

WARNS MEXICO 


Seizures Go On. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 
Washington, D. C., June 7.—{Spe- 
cial.}—Mexico, to obtain recognition 
by the United States, must enter into 
a treaty of amity and commerce in 
which she will guarantee American 
property rights within Mexican terri- 
tory against confiscation. 

Secretary Hughes, following cabinet 

discussion of Mexican relations today, 
mude public the administration‘s policy 
which calls upon President Obregon 
for a showdown as to the exact intent 
of the Mexican constitution of 1917, 
with respect to property acquired by 
Americans and other foreigners within 
its borders pricr to that enactment. 
If Obregon will agree to the proposed 
treaty Mexico will automatically ac- 
quire recognition by‘the United States 
and a restoration of international rela- 
tions. 
It was this proposed treaty which 
George T. Summerlin, American 
chargé d'affaires in Mexico, took to 
President Obregon two weeks ago.

NEW PROSPERITY 


Conditions Brighter, It 
Cuts Reparations.

PAR®S, June 7.—[{By Wireless.]— 
The decreased cost of living, the reduc- 
tion of wages, and prices of raw ma- 


are all helping. enormously to‘re- 
uce the cost of restoring the devas- 
tated region in France, said Minister 
of the Liberated Regions Louis Lou- 
cheur, France's richest man, following 
a three day tour of the districts in the 


| north. 


Whereas a year ago it cost six times 
as much to replace a shell shattered 
building as the structure cost before 
the war, it now costs only an average 
of four and a quarter times as much. 
M. Loucheur expects the ratio will be 
reduced to three times the prewar fig- 
ure within a few months. 

This is the French governments rea- 
son why the London reparations fig- 
ures of 132,000,000,000 gold marks was 
accepted, instead of the vastly higher 
sums which the situation was declared 
to have merited. 

German Labor Issue. 

M. Loucheur stated that financial 
reasons prevented France from ac*ept- 
ing German labor for use in reconstruc- 
tion. If 300,000 or 400,000 German la- 
borers had come to France they would 
have been paid partly in paper marks, 
which would have so depreciated in 
value that they would have been inade- 
‘quate ev to buy food. As a result, 
the Fre would have had to supply 
food, casting a tremendous sum, for 
the huge army of laborers. 

“After the armistice I toured the 
mining district, and every one of the 
140 mining shafts which I visited were 
destroyed,” said M. Loucheur. “ There 
were 1,700 miles of galleries to be re- 
constructed and 110,000,000 cubic me- 
ters of water to be pumped out. In the 
Courieres mine alone there were 25.,-

“Of the 4,700,000 inhabitants of the 
devastated regions prior to the war 
4,106,000 have returned there. Of the 
600,000 homes completely or partially 
destroyed 250,000 have been temporar- 
ily repaired or made habitable. Nine- 
ty-five per cent of the land on which 
the war raged has been cleared ani 
leveled, and 80 per cent is under c'.- 
tivation. 

.“ Of 1,400 miles of railway destroved 
90 per cent has been reconstructed, 
and practically all the bridges which 
were blown up have been rebuilt. 


Half of Factories Opened. 

“Fifty per cent of the factories in 
the district are. operating, as there is 
absolute necessity of reéstablishing 
French industry first. The govern- 
ment sought to indemnify industry at 
first, to prevent unemployment, with 
satisfactory results, there being fewer 
unemployed last November than there 
were jn November, 1918, after the ar- 
mistice. 

“The agricultural districts were 
forgotten, the government having @p- 
propriated 2,500,000,000 francs for this 
department. 

“Up to date France has spent a to- 
tal of 25,500,000,000 francs, including 
3,000,000,000 for the reconstruction of 
highways. 

“Of, the 20,000,000,000 frances dam- 
-ages suffered to the industries in 
northeast France, 3,815,000,000 francs 
have been paid—about 18 per cent. 

government has also made ad- 
vances in kind—material delivered 
from Germany—valued at 3,415,000 
frarics, or 17 per cent more. Thus 35 
per cent of the damages to industry 
has been covered. 


‘How France Has Paid. 

“The payments which Germany has 
made so far merely cover the cost of

'and, therefore, cannot be put to the 
credit of reparations. France has paid 
nearly all, and to méet this we have 
direct state loans, for which we have 
created a national credit organization. 

“Another method for aiding the re- 
construction of the war regions is to 
permit families or companies ruined 
by the war to borrow sums for fifteen 
or thirty year periods, with arrange 
ments for them to issue loans on these

Brims ran afoul of the courts in con- 
nection with the exclusion of nonunion 
millwork from the Chicago market. 
Early this year he was indicted with 
forty-six others for a violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust act. 

For violation of an injunction issued 
on behalf of the Anderson & Lind Man- 
ufacturing company, a so-called open 
shop firm, last February, Master in 
Chancery W. H. A. Rust recommended 
that Brims be sent to prison.
